I said that 
together we would hit the Germans 
and Italians for six right out of 
North Africa. We have made a 
very good start, and to-day there are 
no German end Italian soldiers on 
Egyptian territory, except prisoners. 

“In three weeks we have com- 
pletely smashed the German and 
Italian Army and pushed the fleeing 
remnants out of Egypt. having ad- 
vanced ourselves nearly 300 miles up 
to and bevond the frontier. i

have ceased -to exist as effective

—15th Panzer Division. 21st Panzer 
Division, 90th Light Division. 164th

“ Prisoners captured number 
30,000, including nine Generals. 

““ The amount of tanks, artillery, 
anti-tank guns, transport, aircraft, 
etc., destroved or captured is so 
great that the enemy is completely

and I want, first, to thank you all 
for the way you responded to my 
call to rally to the task. I feel that 
our great victorv has been brought 
about by the good fighting qualities 
of the soldiers of the Empire, 
rather —-than- “by <- pag--ol.< may | 
have been able to do myself.

“The 
British cruiser of the Birmingham 
class reported in to-day’s German 
communiqué to have been sunk by 
U-boats off the Moroccan coast was 
sunk outside the port of Casa- 
blanca,’’ it was added.—( Reuter.) 
Rome claims that in raids on 
landing parties at Bougie Axis dive- 
bombers hit a 20,000-ton ship, sank 
a 10,000-ton ship and damaged two 
other vessels. Italian and Gerinan 
submarines are also said to have 
torpedoed three transports, totalling 
35,000 tons, in the port of Oran. 
Eight other ships, of which three are 
said to be warships, are claimed as 
torpedoed in Oran waters.

A United States heavy cruiser and 
a destroyes have ben - slightly 
damaged in the Solomons, says a 
United States Navy Department com- 
muniqué yesterday.

of Mr. H., Tarlo, Sch., Auditor, at 
the ovening meeting of the Dublin 
University Law Society in Trinity 
College, Dublin. last night. 

If. said Mr. Tarlo, in his paper. 
entitled ‘‘Twelve Men in a Box,”’ 
such a Commission were to propose 
the abolition of the jury in civil 
matters or reform of the criminal 
jury, there should be no hesitation 
about such abolition or reform. 

The Attorney-General, Mr. Kevin 
Dixon, K.C., proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr. Tarlo, said that in 
civil cases a jury was an outworn 
anomaly, The administration o 
justice, as Mr. Tarlo had said, was 
of _ supreme importance, and 1 
followed from his argument that the 
decision of judges in civil cases was 
more satisfactory and a more ready 
way to arrive at, and to administer, 
justice than the decision of twelve 
men m a box, 

Judge Davitt, seconding the vote 
of thanks, which was passed, said 
that the jury system, which had 
started as a necessity, had now 
become, in many causes, an expen- 
sive luxury, but he thought that 
within fairly narrow hmits one 
could not get a better tribuna! than 
a jury to determine issues-of fact. 

Mr. Lorean G. Sherlock, LL.D., 
who said that to ensure respect for 
the law they must make the 
ordinary layman a part of the 
machinery of the law by his par 
ticipation in the jury system. 

Mr. Justice Black, President of 
the Society, who presided, said that 
he would be sorry to see the day 
come when one judge or one 
individual would be entrusted with 
the responsibility of pronouncing on 
the guilt of a person charged with 
a criminal offence. 


HOT SCHOOL MEALS 
A GROWING DEMAND 


There is a growing demand for a 
greater effort to provide hot meals 
for the many under-nourished boys 
and girls, especially in the populous 
districts on the outskirts of Dublin. 
Some thousands of hot meals were 
applied for at yesterday's meeting of 
the Dublin Corporation Sub-Com- 
mittee, which is endeavouring to 
cope witlr the problem on an ambi- 
tious scale. 

Already 30.000 cold meals are 
being provided by the Corporation. 
A similar number of hot meals could 
be «dispensed, with the co-operation 
of the Catholic Social Guild, Good- 
will Restaurants, and existing sub- 
sidiary centres, a reporter was told 
yesterday. The Corporation is 
limited to an expenditure of 2d. per 
meal. When it gets the order '' go” 
from the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, however, it 
hopes to solve the problem. The 
Minister has been asked to receive a 
deputation to discuss the matter, but 
so far he has not repliel. 

Welfare workers, with whom a 
reporter discussed this latest develop- 
ment, expressed the hope that Mr.

GENERAL ELECTION 
MANUFACTURERS’ VIEWS 


At a meeting of the Council of the 
Federation of Irish Manufacturers, 
Ltd., yesterday, Mr. M. W. 
O'Reilly, President, presiding, the 
following resolution, moved by Mr 
I’. L. McEvoy ind seconded by Mr. 
S. McCauley, was passed :— 

“That the Council of the Federa- 
tion oi Irish Manufacturers is of the 
opinion that a general election during 
the period of this emergency would 
constitute a great hindrance to the 
continued operation of industry, 
already subject tu very adverse con- 
ditions.

ALL-IRISH BABY CAR 
MADE IN DUBLIN 


Irish babies will soon be riding 
smoothly on the first pram wheels to 
be made in this country. The manu- 
facture of these wheels by. Messrs. 
Marksman Mauufacturing Co., Ltd., 
in their Dublin factory, brings into 
being for the first time the all-Irish 
baby car. And more than that, it 
brings prams into the “utility ”’ 
category; for the new models will 
all be of a fairly standard make and 
price. 

The search for a successor to the 
pre-war, imported metal wheel, with 
the sr” pram tyre, led Messrs. 
Marksman Manufacturing Co., Ltd., 
through many experiments, ranging 
from pressed metal wheels to cast 
aluminium discs. They had secured 
an allocation of sheet metal from 
Great Britain when rubber supplies 
dried up. The answer to the problem 
was soon found—turned wooden 
wheels, shod with rubber strips. 

, All the other materials are Dublin 
made, and the prams are built, spray- 
painted, stove-enamelled on their 
metal parts, and upholstered in 
that prices 
will be dearer, as manufacturing and 
materials costs have risen in moat 
cases by 1,000 to 1,500 per cent. 
Manufacture, too, will be restricted,

The need for tackling the problemwork, 
oa a national scale was stressed by 


Dr Harbison, Medical Officer of 
Health for County Dublin, who 
declared that ‘‘ unless national 
planning is actively developed so as 
to stem the flow of population from 
the countryside to the city we will 
continue to destroy in our metropolis 
healthy vitality which unorganised 
rural areas still pour in on us.” 

Visualising the development of air- 
borne traffic as one of the Ing features 
of post-war civilisation, Mr. Kuings- 
mill-Moore, K.C., urged that town 
planners should seriously consider the 
possibility of the aeroplane taking the 
place of other forms of transport to 
a very large extent in the years to 
come; and Commander B. T. Coote, 
the Civics Institute, 
leaded tor a place in town-planning 
or the children of Ireland, for re- 
creational facilities, claiming that 
lasting progress rested on the moral 
and physical stamina of the future 
nation. 


THE CITY PLAN 


Observing that our planning pro- 
blem to-day was as much soci- 
ological as physical, Mr. Manning 
Robertson, in describing and _ illus- 
trating the plan for Dublin, said that 
one of the cardinal points was the 
thinning-out of the centre of the city, 
not merely the alley-way areas, 
representing small dilapidated and 
overcrowded buildings, but the well- 
built and = origimally aristocratic 
houses, which, especially on the north 
side, had degenerated into over- 
crowded tenements. 

‘The problem,” he said, “- cannot 
be confined to Dublin. Our difficulties 
lia im the simple fact that there has 
been a continued drift of our people 
from the country, where there is 
plenty to do, to the cities, where 
there 1s not enough to do. This drift, 
added to the natural increase in our 
population, explains at once the slum 
conditions and the unemployment in 
our cities. ‘It is difficult to see.” 
he observed, “ why people should be 
allowed to come to our cities unless 
they can show that there is some 
place fit for human habitation to 
receive them and some work for them 
to do. This is the negative end. The 
positive end lies in attempting to 
increase in every possible. way the 
attractions of the countryside and 
the small country town, by providing 
industries and amusements.’ 


WORD OF WARNING 


Discussing the means of re-housing 
the people from the thinned-out city 
centre, he expressed himself in favour 


of the self-contained house as against 


the blocks of flats, with dormitory 
suburbs, radial roads and cheap 
transport. It would pay a public 
company, he suggested, to provide 
free transport along a wide road to 
a suburban housing scheme rather 
than go to the expense of land acqui- 
sition and the erection of large blocks 
of city flats. The other, ail obvious 
alternative, lay in decentralising in- 
dustry, so that people's work and re- 
creation would not be in the centre 
of the city. In this respect he spoke 
of the value of the satellite towns. 
such as Clondalkin, Swords, Mala- 
hide, etc., with a surrounding green 
belt, to give play to reasonable de- 
velopment of the city for many years 
to come. 

Finally, he uttered a warning 
against looking at planning proposals 
with Victorian economics in mind, 
remarking that whether or not these 
alleged laws of economics worked 
before 1914, they clearly did not 


‘neutral. 


either for belligerent’ or 
during a. war, and they 
certainly would not work after this 
war. 


MEDICAL OFFICERS 
The interest of the Medical Officer 
of Health in town planning was 
adverted to hy Dr. Harbison, who 
said, that in his efforts to promote 
communal health by ridding ene 
vironment of inimical influences, 
and at the same time improving 
personal hvgiene by seeking to have 
available for the citizens ample sun- 
shine and fresh air, rest and ree 
creation, pure water and food, 
healthy conditions of occupation and 
safetv in transport, he must look to 
sound planning to help him. The 
medical officer must, he suggested, 
see in town planning a conception 
which embraced the comprehensive 
study of areas with the object of 
securing economy and wise develop- 
ment in the provision and extension 
of public services, of readjusting 
built-up areas to meet modern re- 
quirements, and of safeguarding 
rural surroundings in urban exten- 
sions. In. his evervday life he was 
confronted with the evils which lack 
of proper planning had created. the 
miserable overcrowded dwelling, 
where privacy could not exist, an 
where all predisposing causes of de- 
hilitv and opportunities for disease 
abounded, and where the toll in 
physical, moral and mental  ¢e- 
terioration must be enormous. . The 
planner’s task was heavy, but, une 
less actively and courageously une 
dertaxen, whatever the cost, the 
ravages in national vitality would 
be beyond repair. 

Turning to the need for national 
planning, he pointed out that the 
increase in the population of Dubiia 
City in the last thirty years was 
exactly balanced by a _ decrease 
in the counties on the western 
seaboard, and  said:—‘‘] have 
watched all too many of these 
families living in wretched squalour, 
clamouring for homes around our 
capital, for whom natioual planning 
should have provided houses and 
occupations in the counties from 
which they come. If we are to have 
an effective future programme town 
regional and national planning must 
proceed actively and harmoniously 
together, and it must have the sup- 
port of an enlightened public opinion, 
I regard the theory ofe town. and 
country planning as a principle in- 
separable from public health in its 
broadest sense, not only the physical 


the social and intellectual health.’’ 


THE PLAYGROUNDS 


The importance of communicationg 
in the new scheme of things was 
dwelt upon by Mr. Kingsmill Moore, 
who said that he believed that the 
development of the aeroplane was 
going to have a great effect on the 
future design of towns: and cities, 
and that town-planners ought to give 
consideration to this possibility. 

Stating that thirty proposed play- 
grounds in Dublin of three acres each 
would provide facilities for 40,000 of 
the city’s 140,000 children, and that 
efforts were being made to make one 
boys’ playground of three-quarters of 
an acre cater for 910 boys, Comman- 
der Coote emphasised the importance 
of this aspect of planning, and spoke 
of the difficulty of getting equipment 
in this country for recreation, and 
the work of the Civics Institute m 
providing skilled guidance tor the 
assistance of people who had been 
and would be removed from the 
slums.
